Nazi^ Prepare to Take Moscow 


Berlin, Oct. 17 
Advanc ing German 
armies today prepared for a triple a s ­ 
sault which German authorities said 
would send Moscow to its doom. 
• 


While frontal attacks locked cen­ 
tral de fenses west of the capital, other 
Nazi 
arm ies made 
ready 
to 
sweep 
around from the northwest and south­ 
west and lea k Moscow in a deadly em ­ 
brace. 
On th** erenter west of the Russian 
capital, German spearheads were mov­ 
ing forward unde r cover of light and 
heavy artillery fir**. 
Although military officials refused to 
divulge the*ir exact plans, it was indi- 
cated the first goal is to form an iron 
ring east of Moscow, while the north­ 
ern and southern pincers drive toward 
a juncture. 
While these sw eeps are in progress, 
spoke smen saiel. th** German high com ­ 
mand will depend upon the forces fac­ 
ing Moscow to break the city’s outer 
western d**fenses. 
According to latest front line dis- 
patches, Moscow suburbs for the first 
tim** now have begun to feel the* effec ts 
of 
long - distance 
German 
artillery 
she lls. 
Motorized Gentian batteries were de­ 
clared to be dropping their m issiles 
ever nearer the Kremlin itself, giving 
the foreign diplomats at Moscow a 
“final noisy farew ell” as they reported­ 
ly departed during the night.
